Ulls of the proposed Russian plan.

Sweelcy 
pointed out conviction of robbery 
carries a sentence ot 5 years to life 
Imprisonment.

Sweeley said, becauso 
of the pitfalls that arise In "try 
hig to prove previous convictions.

Aid Keeping Greece 
Free, Truman Says 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 10 {;P)— President Truman told con- 
gress todoy that "Greece is still free"- because of American 
aid but her economic plight "has not basically improved'^ and 
the military picture is worse. 

That is the way Mr. Truman sized things up as of Sept. 30, 
four months after congress set up a $400,000,000 fund to 
help Greece and Turkey combat communistic pressure from 
inside and outside their borders. The President expressed 
'grave concern" that "underlying causes of economic and 
political unrest" still exist in Greece. 

But In his first report to congress on how the aid money 
la being used, the nearest 
thing to a hint that more 
miglit be asked was a state- 
ment that: 

'The difficulties which hamper 
the success of this prosnun must be 
overcome. CbnUnuaUon of marginal 
subsistence only In Oreece. without 
real progress toward recovery, will 
provide ferUle ground for totalitar- 
ian Ideologies." 

Hie presidential report showed 
Uuit up to Sept. 30 only $17,400,171 
ot Oreece's tSOO.OOOWO and SIJMD,- 
OOO ot Turkey's tlOO.OOO.OOO actuaUy 
had been spent with 115,103 used 
tor administrative expenses. How- 

er, ltS4.0S0/)OO had been made 

allable to the various agencies 
earning out the Oreek program and 
U.0I3,0D0 to be spent for Turkey. 

Tlie' report lilted numerous "un- 
favorable developments" which have 
bcdct the aid programs but said 
that In Oreece "there Is every rea- 
" -i to be optimistic about recov- 

'"— If order con be restored. 
It order is not restored," Mr. 
Truman said, "thero con be no re- 
covery." ■ 

As for -the ralUlAiy situation,'' the 
President tald the Oreek govern- 
ment hod hoped a summer com-, 
palgn would wipe out guerrilla war- 
fare. 

"However." he added, "the con- 
tinued support of the guerrillas by 
Oreece^ northern neighbors (Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria, Albania) and the 
diversion of Oreek troops from 
large-scale offensive warfare to the 
static deletue of villages resulted 
In on ovcr-aU worsening of the 
milltaiT situation." 

So, he sold, at the urgent request 
tlie Oreek government, the 
American aid mission shifted to the 
military program some money 
orlslnaily allotted to reconstruction 
and recovery. OrlglnaUy, the MOO,- 
000,000 was split about equally be- 
tween the two, programs. Now, the 
report shows, the mUltary end will 
get around |1SB,000,000. 



Guerrillas Invade 
Island of Greece 

ATHENS, Nov. 10 m—\ hand of 
100 guerrlllaa made ft seal>ome In- 
vasion over the week-end of the 
northern port of tho Island of Ev- 
.vola, only SO miles north of Athens, 
attacked the village of Exerohorlon 
and killed five clvlUons. 

Ten other residents were wounded 
In Ihe attack. The guerrillas appar- 
ently came frdm the vicinity ot 
Mount Orthrys, on the mAnland. 

Thirty persons' were abducted 
Irom Xerohorlon, but were later ro- 
leascd. Ihe guerrlllaa were reported 
to have occupied heights around the 
vUlage after setting Ihre to k bank 
and two bouses.

3 Generators 
Are Slated at 
Grand Coulee 

OODLEE DAM. Wash., Nov. 10 
</P>— Tho bureau of reclamation sakl 
today It plana to add three more 
108,000-fcUowatt generators to give 
Ormnd Coulee dam the greatest con- 
centraUon of power in the world. 

Bids probably will bo called this 
month for tho three generator 
unlt« scheduled for operation In 
IBSO, tho bureau said. They would 
bring the dam's rated power ca- 
pacity to 1,M0,000 kllowatU. 

The units, along with three al- 
ready ordered and scheduled for In- 
staUatlon In IBW. vonli bo housed 
in the now-vacant east poverhouse 
at the dam. 

Tho tirat six such generators now 
are In use hi the west powerhouse. 
They will provide power to operate 
the world's largest pumps In the 
mill Ion -acre Columbia basin trrl- 
gatlon project. However, they also 
will be available for commercial use 
during the whiter when imgatlon 
power is not needed and commercial 
power demand Is at lis peak, the 
bureau aald. 

The decision to add the new gen- 
erators la based on steadily Increas- 
ing demands tor more power in the 
northwest, the bureau said.

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ANOTHER GLARING EXAMPLE 
Apprehension of the lone bandit who has 
admitted 13 holdups in this vicinity since 
Sept. 7, Ilnally resulting In a ahootlng escap- 
ade which could just as easUy have resulted in 
fatalities, serves as another startllns example 
of the Inerilclency in our state penal systems. 

How that this fugitive Is undorxlock and 
key after a sensational series of hold-ups. It 
Is brouBht to light that he has a long record 
which marks him as a dangerous criminal. 

But the significant thing about it all is that 
he was released from on institution at 
Medicine Lake. Wash., tost January without 
the law enforcement officials of Idaho being 
notified of the fact. 

The captured man admitted being in the 
Blackfoot hospital for about 18 months where 
he had escaped eight times, and that he was 
transferred to the Medicine Lake institution 
because the hospital at Blackfoot "couldn't 
hold him." 

Me also admitted he had done time in San 
Quentin and Oregon State penitentiary. 

Naturally local law enforcement officials 
are at a loss to understand why Washington 
authorities could have released this man 
without communicating with Idaho officials. 
2f they had been notified, this man probably 
would have been suspected from the start and 
- the whole affair might have been nipped at 
the outset. - 

But we have no reason to look askance at 
the state of Washington when Idaho has one 
of the worst records In the United States for 
£loppy administration of its penal Instltu 
tlons. particularly with reference to the way 
It dishes out paroles and pardons. 

So long OS this inefficiency exists In Idaho 
and other nearby states we need. not be sur- 
prised to learn that dangerous characters are 
repeatedly turned free to prey on society. 




WOULD IT SCARE THEM? 

In response to the suggestion that com- 
mercial airlines be equipped with parachutes, 
an official of the civil aeronautics admlnls-* 
tratlon Is reported to have made the sUte- 
ment in Boise, recently that he didn't think 
such a step would be practical. 

Parachutes aboard commercial aircraft, he- 
thought, "would tend to scare passenger^ 
away." 

About the time 83 people lost their lives 
'In an airplane disaster in Bryce Canyon, 
Utah, several Intennountaln newspapers. In- 
cluding the Times-News, raised the Question 
as to why commercial planes are not equipped 
with parachutes. ~ 

In the Bryce Canyon tragedy, it was dis- 
closed, the passengers knew for 10 mUiutes 
they were doomed to almost certain death. 
Under those circumstances, it stands to rea- 
son that some If not all of those would have 
taken to parachutes as a last desperate at- 
tempt to save themselves. And some If not 
all of those passengers might have been 
saved. 

Judging from the number of airplane dis- 
asters In recent weeks. It would seem that 
officials of the dvll aeronautics admlnlstra-> 
tlon and the airlines themselves would be 
.looking for. something that seema to be lack- 
ing In commercial airline operations. 

We question whether parachutes on com- 
mercial planes would "tend to scare the pas- 
sengers away." The growing list o' disasters, 
to our way of thtoklng. Is likely to cause- 
more alarm. 

Scared or not. airline passengers would 
derive some comfort in knowing that para- 
chutes were tucked away some place, "just 
in case."

Under the consUtuUon. each aute must accord "fun 
faith and credit- to the court decrees ot another but 
as JuxUce Frankfurter rightly argues literal appUca- 
Uon Is an tmposslbUlty. This has proved parUcularly 
true In divorce decrees since the matter of property 
rlghU and disposition of children may be Involved 
aa v.*ell u human desire for sepaiwUon. What Is 
needed now Is a permanent common-sense code bj 
which (issenUsl JusUce can be done. 

It U sbjurd to place anyone In Uie poslUon ot being 
legally married In one sUte ond a bigamist In another 
and subject a law-abldhig ordinary man or woman to 
the risks ot arrest and prosccuUan tor what Is a crime 
In one locality and not even a misdemeanor In another. 
But 11 U cQually absurd to permit ■ hedge-hopping 
spouse to take advantage ot the la:t residence laws 
of one commonwe.tIUi to defy the more rigid twulre- 
ments of the true sUU of residence. 

Senator Pit McCarran. Nevada, suggests mat con- 
BTssa provide a law rcqulrlrtc each state to honor the 
divorce decrees ot all other lUtes. Kansas'' Sen. 
Arthur Capper wanU a federal uniform mairlsge 
and divorce law. The proposal would bo « flagrant 
Invasion of the rlghU of the sUtes. The lormer 
Is unnecessary. It should be a simple matter for the 
court, as JusUce Jackson urses. to- provide Ita own 
ruin to enforce a logical guarantee in the consUlutlon. 
Once these were set up. unmam'lns and nmanjlng 
couples would usdeiatand exactly what thiy coiud 
and oould not do about Reno imd "Ueilutn" dli-orces 
and act accordlngty,— OsOIas News.

"Every rcsecded pasture 
expertmentol range has supported 
more cattle and produced greater 
total yields of beef than the native 
range." 

Coats of reseedlng operations are 
not yet deflnltety detciinlned and, 
In any event, would vary with sec- 
tions, but rough eitlmales place tlie 
probable coat at around (4 to I' ~~ 
acre. 

Fencing May Boost Catt 

Cost of temporary fencing, If 
euary to protect the range tor 13 
' to la months while the grass Is ma- 
turing, might ralM the figure. But 
the agriculture experU pointed out 
that by reseedlng, abandoned crop- 
lan& can be reclaimed within a little 
more tliaii one grodng season while 
It took U years for natural grass to 
reseed Itself on cropland abandoned 
after the last war. 

Heavy reliance U sttU placed on 
the native grasses. 

They form the backlog for the re- 
seedlng program, but to the seed 
mixture may be added some other 
KraBOU, such 'u weeping loregross, 
tirought from south Africa. 

A typical mixture of native grasses 
la blue grama, side oats grama, 
western wheatgrosi and Texas blue- 
BTOBS. 

This mlxturo at Woodward pro- 
duced nearly two and a half times 
as much gain per acre In weight of 
cattle grazed as the native ronse. 



Idaho's Mystery 
Lake FuU Again 
On Farm's Land 

- MOOAI^OK, Nov. 10 m 
MysteiT lake U full again, Warren 
Olbba reported today. 

The lake covers an eight- acre 
plot of the Olbbi farm, receding 
each spring and filling again In 
the fall. During the growing season 
aibbs plants crops on the lake bed. 
This year he leased the acreage tc 
the Portneuf stake of the Latter- 
Day Saints ohurch and men of the 
atake completed their iiorvest only 
» few weeks ago. 

Only one year has Mystery lake 
failed to recedfr-that was in 104t 
when the water stayed all summer 
and overran the UcCammon-Robln 
road which bisects In on a built-up 
grade. 

Olbbs said the water returned 
npldly this year and the road again 
la In danger of. flooding. 

Exact caust of the water receding 
and returning has never been dC' 
termlne<l but It Is believed a siphon- 
ing condition underground, affected 
-.. by . the trriga tl oo~s e aaon. Is .reipon- 
■Ible,

must be more than that. Trade 
barriers must tie lowered and trade 
with other countries Increased. In- 
dustry must be put back on its 
feet. Until Europe begins producing 
again for Itself— food, raw materials 
such aa coal and manufactured 
goods— It will remain on the brink 
of disaster. 

Some people have expreucd sur- 
prise that farmers from the so- 
called Isolationist mIddle-wesL would 
be Interested enough In Europe to 
their problems first- 
hand. There is nothing' surprising 
about It. 

Farm bureaus and other fsrm 
Institutions have Increased tlie 
understanding of International af- 
fairs among farmers, t tlilnk our 
forme m are studying International 
QUUtloTu much more than Uiey are 
given credit for. 

When we first conceived Uie 
Idea, we expected Interest, but not 
nearly as strong as we found.

Stassen Calls 
For Tax Cu t 
On High Pay

amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
labor act, and a doiea steps for 
corobattlng communism In this 
country. 

Explains Tax Pnpoaala 

Much of the material covering 13 
chapters has been discussed previ- 
ously by the former Minnesota gov- 
emor. He said the three chapters 
on taxes, housing and health are 
new. His tax proposal would pro- 
vide: 

I. A "celling" tax of 00 per cent 
on an Individual's Income as com- 
pared with what he called the prea- 
ent "oonflsca^ry M per cenL" 
(Present law has an SS per cent top 
surtax bracket, but says not more 
than 8SH per cent of a person's 
Income may be taken In taxes.) 

3. A "floor" tmder taxes requiring 
all fortunes above "a certain 
amount" to pay Uxes of all kinds 
equal to at least IVt per cent a 
year of the principal. This would 
amount to a capital levy where 
taxes on a fortune did not cctne up 
to m per cent. It Is aimed at tax- 
exempt government bonds and what 
Stassen called "stagnant Invest- 
ments" earning very little Income. 
Small BmlnesB Cuts 

3. Special reductions In rates for 
small businesses. 

i. Some "correction" of the earned 
Income tax. 

S. Oeqeral "consumera" or excise 
taxes If needed to balance the ttudgct 
after paying 13,000,000,000 a year on 
the publlo debt 

S. The entire program, assuming 
It became law, would then fluctuate 
to counteract sharp swings In the 
economlo pendulum: When employ- 
ment, for example, reached six per 
cent of the total labor force, there 
would tie a special cut In taxes, 
easement of curbs on Installment 
buying, and a stepped-up govern- 
ment building program "done by 
private contracts.ond not on a WPA 
hash."
